E D I T O R I A L 


Build San Gabriel Dam 


A. P. Davis, chief of the United States reclamation service 


has stated that the proposed flood control and conservation dam 
in the San Gabriel canyon is feasible, and ought to be built. 


The survey of the proposed damsite, eleven miles up the 


canyon, was made by the Los Angeles county flood control dis- 
trict engineers, and was approved' by the county board of super- 
visors on February 4, 1921. 


This dam would rest on bedrock at a heighth of 1,775 feet 


above sea-level, with a dam wall rising 425 feet. The engineers 
say that it would impound a lake containing 322,000 acre feet, 
with a surface area of 2,087.30 acres. It would form an impound- 
ing basin for the waters of the west fork, Devil's canyon, Bear 
creek, north fork, Coldwater canyon, Roberts canyon, San Gab- 
riel river and other minor tributaries. 


The cost of this construction would run close to twenty mil- 


lion dollars, but it is proposed that the national government aid 
materially in its building, as well as the state of California and 
the county of Los Angeles. Money contributed by the govern- 
ment Would in reality be the same money that the rivers and 
harbors committee asks for the dredging and rehabilitating of 
the harbors of Los Angeles and Long Beach, which are silted 
up by the floods that sweep into it, the San Gabriel river" being 
the principal offender. 
If the government should contribute ten 


million dollars to the damming of the San Gabriel it would but 
be lumping its appropriation that otherwise would be spread 
over a number of years, and which, if expended as now is the 
case, would result merely in removing the damage without cor- 
recting the cause. 


The state of California, in contributing to the damming of 


this river, will be making a move to protect lives and property 
of its citizens in Southern California. The state now receives its 
revenue from the taxation of corporations, and these corpora- 
tions are the heaviest sufferers from floods. What protects rail- 
roads from washouts, with consequent loss of revenue through 
delay and loss of passenger and freight service, automatically 
protects and increases the taxable revenue to the state. 


It is a well known fact that so far as Los Angeles county 


is concerned that county would reap a great profit if it built the 


.--dam wityh no assistance_frpmjhe state^j^nation^for the damage 


from San Gabriel river floods is greater in one floo'd thaiTTBe 
estimated cost of the dam. It must be remembered that while 
the cost estimated for this dam is placed high, the cost in 
damage has been minimized rather than inflated. Assessor Hop- 
kins shows that floods of 1914 and 1916 removed entirely from 
the tax rolls a sufficient amount of land to have paid for such a 
dam, 
not to take into consideration at all the damage caused 


by delayed traffic, the danger to lives and the great damage 
suffered to the county because of the timidity of eastern capital 
to invest. 


In addition to all these arguments in favor of the building 


of such a dam, the citizens and taxpayers of the San Gabriel 
valley know that such a dam will conserve water for irrigation, 
sadly needed with which to develop huge acreage contiguous to 
the canyon and not now under intensive culture because of the 
lack of water. Acreage that is under intensive culture is in 
some cases maintained at a very high cost for water pumped from 
an almost prohibitive depth, costing from! three -to four cents 
per miner's inch. 


If the San Gabriel dam did not prove to be a permanent im- 


pounding dam for irrigation purposes it would still be a con- 
servation dam as well as a flood control project, inasmuch as the 
retardation of the water behind the barrier would serve to fill 
the underground reservoirs for the valley. But Engineer Reagan 
of the flood control district says that it will be possible to retain 
much of the water behind the dam and draw upon it directly for 
irrigation purposes. 


The editor of this newspaper believes that this is the year 


when the people of the county should begin a determined and 
intelligent, cooperative campaign to bring about the construction 
of this dam. The editor was a member of the executive committee 
that directed the campaign for flood control bonds, making 
possible the construction of the San Dimas canyon clam, the 
Devil's Gate dam and the Pacoima dam, the first one now near- 
ing completion, the second one completed and functioning per- 
fectly, and the third to be constructed. Flood control in this 
county is no longer theoretical. When the first flood control 
bonds were voted the arguments in favor of the projects were 


of necessity largely theoretical. Those theories have been 


changed into demonstrated facts. 
We do not have to proceed 


upon theory in the construction of the Sail Gabriel river dam. 


We should unite to make the Sail Gabriel river dam a fact 


before the coming of another year.

NEW HIGH SCHOOLS BEING BUILT 


ALL AROUND COVINA DISTRICT 


They arc building new high schools 


all around us. Bonita union has erected 
a beautiful building, around the old one, 
and, by very completely tearing out and 
working over, the foremost schoolhouse 
architect of the West has been able to 
make the old one fit fairly well into 
the building scheme of the new institu- 
tion, though it is somewhat of a loose 
lit, it is not hard to see where the old 
leaves off and the new begins. But Bo- 
nita union took on a $250,000 bond is- 
sue by an overwhelming vote, and is 
glad and proud of. the act. Her district 
valuation, by the assessor's figures, are, 
roundly, $5,700,000. 


The same assessor gives the Covina 


union high school district a valuation of 
$9,770,000, or over $4,000,000 more. The 
people of the Bonita district get their 
living in the same way we get ours in 
and about Covina, and-with no greater 
ease. The Bonita district has rather set 
the pace for this part of the county. She 
is ahead of us now; we are following. 


Our sister dis'trict to the north has 


bought a fine boulevard site, with land 
enough in it to take caro of her athletic 
needs, and contemplates the building of 
a high school structure that shall be 
good enough to fully hold up her end. 
And the swift development of this coun- 
try makes it certain that still other 
such schools will soon rise in other 
places in this region. 


Now, with the pace for this day set 


for 'us, and with our town and its sur- 
rounding country, outlining a hopeful 
program of progress, we of Covina, in- 
side and out, cannot afford to do a 
small, 
cramping, temporizing thing 


when the way and the means arc before 
us to do a large fine thing that shall 
exalt us in "all eyes as a community en- 
terprise, and energy, and an advanced 
scheme of living and thinking. We can- 
hot afford to advertise ourselves as any- 
thing less or below the best, for the 
eyes of the homeseeker are on us.

i nevertheless. Draw a Circle with a 50- 


j mile radius, and with Long Beach as its 
center, and in the year that ended with 
' last July over 18,000 school children 
who had migrated to California appear- 
ed in that boundary, and by.the coining 
of the next July as many more will have 
appeared. The average is a public school 
child for about every ten of population; 
over 350,000 migrants into this little 
half circle of ours in two years, not 
counting the native sons and daughters. 
It does not take a prophet to foresee 
that the mnn who builds in a small way 
for the housing of the schools builds for 
disappointment, even leaving out of all 
count the good that we can get from an 
advanced school plant in the way of 
advertisement and general inspiration. 
The figures arc not ours; we are direct- 
ly quoting County Superintendent Mark 
Keppel. 


And we have got to have liberal room 


for the Covina high school, if we have 
it right. No pent-up Utica will hold it, 
unless it is to be cramped to uselessness. 
That sounds like a strong statement, 
but it is not. 


Not many year ago South Pasadena 


bought ten acres, thus providing plenty 
of building room and athletic room 1'or 
all time. South Pasadena is larger, and 
has grown faster, than Covina, but in 
any event ten acres was to have been 
enough against all contingencies. Now 
what! South Pasadena has had to go 
out and buy additional land for an 
athletic field, at enormous prices, be- 
cause her buildings have so encroached 
upon her athletes that they haven't 
room. 


And we are in the same fix with the 


Covina high school; at least right up 
against it. To put on the present cam- 
pus the buildings that- are demanded 
by the school for the housing of its 
growth for the next five years promises 
to cut down the athletic field so that a 
new field will have to be bought. '' In 
fact, you cannot get away from it," 
said Mr. Keppel this week. "You have 
not the room to add to your buildings 
and hold your place in the athletics of 
the high schools of the state and this 
county. And you do not want an ath- 
letic field divorced from your school 
buildings. If you have a chance to 
possess a field of ample size, and a fine 
school site into the bargain, you cannot 
afford to miss it." 


Let it not be forgotten that Covina 


high school students now pass directly 
into any university in this state, or any 
college. Our high school is fully accred- 
ited. And a very important feature of 
this standing, and one that cannot be 
omitted, is the athletic record. The 
student without it does not get by. The 
school may stand high in its purely 
scholastic work, but if it does not give 
its students a full athletic training it 
cannot enter them in these higher insti- 
tutions. It stands, in the eyes of its 
neighbors, as a second-rate school. No 
matter

I'd like to conio out and talk 
it over with your folks if I had time.

of our eastern states by the League of 
Women Voters has cliscloBeil a condition 
so startling, so appalling, PO deplorable 
that the question arises as to how far it 
extends in other states. 


There are about 11,000 schools in this 


state. There F.re 15 schools operated 
•with only one pupil, 53 w'.th two, 166 
with three, 592 with five, and 3018 with 
fewer than t?D. Many schools were 
found with no water supply of their 
own, 
and were compelled to carry water 


from the neighbors. Twenty-five f.(hools 
in one county uione were dependent on 
tlifcjj water supply in this way. Eleven 
.children in anotnor school had to carry

To those of you 
who are interested in school affairs it 
will pay you to jock it up and read it. 


In the rural districts of the east the 


jttle old red schoolhousc that was built 
30 years ago is sti'i large enough to take 
care of the increased population, but 
icre in California, where we have to 
jay the penalty for our popularity and 
ilimate, a new building is scarcely com- 
pleted before it is discovered that it is 
;oo small. In Los Angeles, where they 
are coming at the rate of 100,000 a year, 
the officials are floored with the prob- 
em. The man or woman who does not 
lave a big vision of the future of our 
country has no business being on the 
school board or in any way responsible 
for the future of our schools. 


Some of the southern states have 


towns that object to colored people liv- 
ing in them and they have posted no- 
tices something like this: "Nigger, 
don't let the sun go down on you in this 
town." If we are not going to supply 
adequate school facilities for those who 
desire to come here to live, as well as 
suitable houses to live in, then we should 
post our town with signs warning tour 
ists not to let the sun go down on them 
in this town. 


A great wail goes up because we have 


to school a lot of tourists' kids who are 
not contributing anything to the sup- 
port of the schools. In a way this is true, 
but if they did not come, then our eoun 
try would not be worth much to us, and 
more than one business man woul feel it. 


In 1890 I moved to Salt Lake City. 


My heart sank within me when I can- 
vassed the situation in regard to their 
schools and discovered a small two- 
roomed adobe school building to serve 
about 250 pupils. Very soon after we 
located there they built a 15-class room 
where the adobe stood, and this was 
duplicated all.over the city. The mar 
velous growth of their schools has solv' 
ed a problem that was a menace, to our 
government and they have fine, up-to- 
date schools, and manned by a corps of 
teachers second to none. 


California is regarded as the Pacific 


ocean in school affairs. Coming from 
Salt Lake City, where they had done sc 
much in such a short time, I resentec 
this at first, but after I lived here a 
while it got into my system, and I am 
proud of our achievements along the 
line of education. Would you like t< 
see this state the educational center 
the world I Then it is necessary for 
each section to make the most of it 
opportunity. 
Covina cannot afford t( 


take a second place in this matter i: 
she wants to hold her place with others 
in her class. 
I was at Yorba Linda one day, and 


inquired of a rancher the nearest wa] 
home. He told me, but advised that_! 
go a couple miles out of my way in | 
order to see the Fullerton high. I did 
so and was well paid for the trip. 


If you were a stranger coming to 


California would this have any effect on 
you if you were looking for a place to 
locate? If you want to go into business, 
or have already established yourself, 
your success depends on the schools. If 
you have property to sell, do you sup- 
pose one will want it if there is not 
adequate school facilities'? If you are 
going to hold onto your property, then 
all the more should you favor adequate 
school facilities second to none. 


In the little village where I was born 


there are fewer houses now than there 
were fifty years ago. They have taken 
the postoffice away from it. Whatever 
we decide about our schools, I do hope 
we may be able to keep the postoffice. 
They built a little red brick schoolhouse 
there forty years ago and it is still suf- 
ficient for their needs. 


The destiny of Covina is in the hands 


of the people at this hour. They can 
make or mar it as they will. Can we 
afford to be stingy? People are coming 
to California by the trainload and some 
of them prefer a place like Covina in 
which to live. Do we want them or 
don't wef If we don't, then we ought 
to put up a sign at some conspicuous 
place stating that our houses are all 
full, and schools crowded beyond ca- 
pacity.

came as '' supercargo'' in the Mexican 
brig "Soledad" to Los Angeles harbor 
in the year previous. He was a progres- 
sive man, and soon acquired consider- 
able property in the .pueblo of Los An- 
geles. He acquired 45,280 acres of lands 
at the mouth of the San Gabriel river, 
including the rancho-i of San Franeis- 
quito and Santa Anita, the property in- 
cluding a part of what is now South 
Duarte and Monrovia. Dalton was a 
prominent man of the county at that 
time, serving under the Spanish regime 
as administrator of San Gabriel mission 
and as "judge of the plain." Mr. Vos- 
burg's book contains detailed accounts 
of the management of the rancho at 
that time, of the Mexican war, of the 
prosperity of the rancho following the 
treaty with the United States, and of 
the marriage of Henry Dalton to a 
Spanish woman and his baptism at the 
San Gabriel mission into the Catholic 
faith. 


Between 1855 iind IS(K) a great deal 


of placer mining was done in the can- 
yon, the book says. One Los Angeles 
firm purchased over two million dollars' 
worth of gold dust from the workings 
in the canyon. Until 18(i5 the nearest 
postoffice and store was at El Monte. 
About that time a small settlement 
grew up around a store at a point 
which is now Invindale, but this place 
failed to make a town and dwindled 
away. 


A cemetery was established at San 


Felipe hill in 1875, when two acres were 
deeded by one Preston, and the first 
use of it was to bury a German who 
had been killed in a fight over prop- 
erty. 


The building of the Santa Fe railroad 


resulted in the platting of thirteen 
townsites along that road from Los 
Angeles to San Bernardino in 1887, 
Azusu being one of these. By the end 
of that year thirty-six townsites had 
been laid out. In December. ISSfi, the 
Azusa Lund & Water Company was or- 
gani/od by Mr. Slauson, with a paid 
in fupilal 'ci' $450.001').
